We are told, that in every Lord- 
fhip they have eftablifhed a Lieutenant General, that 
by their Authority they may keep the Commonalty 
in awe ; and that they were more refolute chan ever, 
to facrifice every thirg in the World rather than 
return under the Genocie Dominion. “Tis plain that 
all this is the handy Work of the Chiefs, who being 
alarmed that no more Addrefles are made to them, 
have thrown the Helve after the Hatchet, thinking 
it better to be buried under the Ruins of their own 
Authority, than to lofe it fhamefully. “Tis faid a
